Its  aim  is  single  and  simple.  It  is 
to  help  sell  War  Savings  and  Thrift 
Stamps  and  through  the  sale  to  spread 
the  principle  of  Thrift  in  war  time. 

If  you  have  a  plan  that  will  help 
this  aim,  send  it  to  your  BULLETIN. 
If  you  want  to  know  what  plans 
others  have  to  help  this  aim,  as  every 
true  worker  in  the  cause  does,  read 
your  BULLETIN. 

Your  country  is  at  war,  which 
means— YOU  are  at  war. 

It  needs  money  to  carry  on  the  war 
—YOUR  money. 

But  it  is  not  going  to  take  your 
money  away  from  you,  unless  you  are 
comparatively  well"  ofiF  and  can  spare 
some  of  it  in  taxes.  Even  then  it 
takes  only  a  small  portion  compared 
to  the  service  which  it  renders  you. 
The  rest  it  asks  you  to  loan  it  and 
offers  to  pay  you  back  with  interest, 
guaranteed  by  all  the  wealth  and  re- 
sources of  a  hundred  million  people. 

But  there  are  some  of  you  who  do 
not  see  how  you  can  loan  your  gov- 
ernment any  money.  You  say  prices 
have  gone  up.  You  sav  all  your  earn- 
mgs  are  needed  for  the  expenses  of 
your  daily  living. 
Are  they? 

Here  _  is   where   the   Thrift  Plan 
comes    in.    Your   government  asks 
youthrough  this   plan   to   loan  it 
$2,000,000,000.   placing  $100,000,000 
as  the  quota  expected  from  New  York 
City.    To  help  you  find  this  amount 
of  money  it  suggests  that  vou  look 
mto   your   daily   expenditure  more 
carefully  and  see  whether  you  are  not 
spendmg  money  for  something  that 
you  can  get  along  without  temporarily 
—until  the  end  of  the  war.    It  says 
that  even  a  quarter  is  not  too  small 
an  amount  to  be  useful  to  it  in  the 
emergency. 
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ENLIGHTENMENT 


How  many  of  us  are  there  who 
cannot  spare  a  quarter  a  day,  or  at 
any  rate  a  week,  from  our  resources 
without  greatly  injuring  our  health  or 
our  efficiency  ? 

But  the  government  goes  farther.  It 
says,  when  you  have  loaned  me  six- 
teen quarters  and  a  few  cents  more 
I  will  give  you  a  stamp  that  will  be 
worth  $5  in  1923.  Isn't  that  a  fair 
enough  offer  to  encourage  everyone  to 
nitrust  his  quarters  and  his  dollars, 
if  he  has  them,  to  the  government? 

And  in  the  doing  of  it  he  not  only 
does  his  government  a  great  service, 
but  he  forms  a  habit  of  saving  that  he 
will  rejoice  in  to  the  end  of  his  life. 

^That,  in  brief,  is  the  object  of  the 
War  Savings  Campaign  in  which  you 
readers  of  this  BULLETIN  have 
enlisted.

LIGHTING  MEN  BUSY 

W.  S.  S.  Agencies  Established 
in  All  Firms 

The  Gas  and  Electric  Lighting  Com- 
mittee of  the  Pioneer  Division  reports 
that  100%  of  the  firms  in  that  Divi- 
sion are  now  selling  agents  of  the 
United  States  Treasury  Department. 
Frank  Smith,  Chairman,  has  distrib- 
uted attractive  posters  gotten  up  by 
his  Committee,  and  is  also  arranging 
for  the  distribution  of  literature. 

A  strenuous  campaign  has  been  in- 
augurated in  order  to  sell  the  $1,500,- 
000  worth  of  stamps  assigned  to  this 
Division. 

The  first  week  of  the  campaign  by 
the  Lighting  Trade  not  only  produced 
one  hundred  per  cent,  efficiency  in  re- 
gard to  selling  agents,  but  a  total  of 
$5,000  in  stamps  was  sold  through  the 
established  agencies. 

Twenty-seven  companies  in  all  the 
boroughs  have  become  authorized 
agents  for  the  Treasury  Department 
and  sales  stations  for  Thrift  and  War- 
Savings  Stamps  will  be  opened  at  the 
seventy  branches  of  these  companies 
throughout  the  Greater  City. 

In  a  further  effort  to  assist  the 
War-Savings    Campaign,,  literature 
urging  the  purchase  of  the  stamps 
will  be  sent  with  the  monthly  gas  and 
electric  bills  to  1,800,000  consumers. 
The  organizer  of  this  work  is 
Frank  W.  Smith,  Vice-P 
the  United  Electric  Light  and  Power 
Company.    As  chairman  of  the  Gas 
and  Electric  Light,  Heat  and  Power 
Group  of  the  National  War-Savings 
Committee,  he  is  handling  the  task 
with  hearty  co-operation   from  the 
heads  of  all  the  industries  in  the 
group. 


AGENTS 

Are  requested  to  keep  on  hand 
only  a  sufficient  supply  of  stamps 
to  meet  the  daily  demand. 
Stamps  may  be  purchased  from 
postmen  daily,  weekly,  or  on 
every  delivery,  in  quantities  rang- 
ing from  25c.  to  $1,000.

CONFECTIONERS' 
MEETING 


Pledge  $6,000,000  for  War  Thrift 
Campaign  at  Mr.  Morgen- 
thau's  Behest. 

The  Confectioners'  Division  of  the 
National  War-Savings  Committee  has 
enlisted  the  aid  of  3,000  Candy  Stores 
and  100  Wholesale  Confectioners 
through  Greater  New  York  to  help 
in  the  War-Savings  Campaign. 

Agencies  have  already  been  estab- 
lished in  a  number  of  the  3,000  stores, 
and  as  rapidly  as  possible  stations  for 
the  sale  of  Thrift  and  War-Savings 
Stamps  are  being  opened  in  the  bal- 
ance. 

The  other  evening  Mr.  Morgen- 
thau,  owner  of  the  Mirror  Candy 
Stores,  and  Chairman  of  the  Confec- 
tioners' Committee  of  the  Pioneer  Di- 
vision, invited  200  of  the  saleswomen 
and  cashiers  in  his  branches  to  a  din- 
ner, in  order  to  explain  War-Savings 
Stamps,  and  how  to  sell  them. 

In  his  address  Mr.  Morgenthau  ad- 
vised that  he  would  give  prizes  by  the 
month  and  year  to  the  groups  in  the 
various  stores  that  save  the  most  dur- 
ing the  War-Savings  Campaign.  He 
urged  those  present  to  save  and  buy 
stamps — cutting  out  the  purchase 
of  non-essentials — and  when  buying 
candy,  instead  of  making  a  75c  pur- 
chase, to  buy  SOc  worth,  putting  the 
difTerence  into  Thrift  Stamps — a  most 
commendable  suggestion  from  a  mem- 
ber of  the  trade. 

Mr.  W.  Ward  Smith,  Vice-Chair- 
man of  the  Pioneer  Division,  made 
the  principal  address  of  the  evening, 
urging  the  necessity  of  self-sacrifice 
in  order  to  back  up  the  men  in  France, 
stating  that  the  purchase  of  two 
Thrift  Stamps  would  feed  one  soldier 
per  day  "  Over  There." 

Among  some  of  these  cases  of  per- 
sonal sacrifice  which  Mr.  Smith  men- 
tioned, was  the  case  of  a  dental-stu- 
dent who  called  at  the  office  of  the 
Dean,  who  was  the  Treasury  Selling- 
Agent  at  the  college,  and  handed  him 
$4.00  with  the  additional  12c  for  a 
War-Savings  Stamp,  stating  as  he 
made  his  purchase  that  he  had  in- 
tended to  use  this  money  for  a  fra- 
ternity dinner,  but  he  felt  that  inas- 
much as  this  same  money  would  feed 
at  least  eight  soldiers  "  Over  There  " 
who  needed  the  food  a  great  deal 
more  than  he  did  the  banquet,  he 
would  loan  the  money  to  the  Govern- 
ment for  the  duration  of  the  war, 


The  sale  of  Thrift  and  War-Sav- 
ings Stamps  over  the  counter  of  the 
Mirror  Candy  Stores  for  the  first  few 
days,  following  this  meeting, 
amounted  to  $1,200.  At  the  last 
meeting  at  the  Confectioners'  Head- 
quarters, Mr.  Morgenthau  urged  the 
Candy  Trade  to  sell  $6,000,000  of 
New  York's  $100,000,000  quota  in 
the  War-Savings  Loan. 


8000  AGENTS  AIM  OF  HARD- 
WARE DIVISION. 

The  Hardware  Committee,  com- 
posed of  Daniel  T.  Mallett,  Chairman, 
A.  C.  Penn  and  John  Sargent,  state 
that  they  will  have  8,000  selling 
agents  established  in  the  Hardware 
Division  by  the  end  of  the  month.  It 
is  expected  that  the  Hardware  Divi- 
sion will  live  up  to  their  reputation 
and  go  "  Over  the  Top "  with  the 
quota  assigned  to  them.  This  Divi- 
sion includes  brass,  copper,  metals, 
iron  and  steel,  sheet  metal,  type- 
writers, tinware,  enamel  ware,  twine, 
etc. 

At  a  recent  meeting  held  at  th< 
Hardware  Club,  it  was  decided  that 
the  trade  should  actively  co-operate  in 
every  possible  way  with  the  National 
Committee. 


RESTAURANT  PROPRIE- 
TORS TO  HAVE  6000 
AGENCIES. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Restaurant 
Committee  held  recently  at  the  office 
of  the  Chairman,  Wm.  Childs,  Jr., 
plans  were  perfected  to  have  every 
one  of  the  6,000  restaurants  in  Greater 
New  York  become  selling  agents 
during  the  month  of  January.  It  is 
expected  that  this  Division  will  sell 
over  $3,000,000  worth  of  Stamps.

At  a  luncheon  of  the  Paper  Trade, 
held  at  the  Drug  and  Chemical  Club, 
Mr.  Edgar  Higgins,  of  the  Equitable 
Trust  Company,  made  the  '  chief  ad- 
dress. Mr.  Higgins  dwelt  upon  the 
necessity  of  completing  the  organiza- 
tion immediately  and  the  importance 
of  gathering  every  quarter  available, 
in  order  that  all,  rich  and  poor  alike, 
might  become  partners  in  the  success- 
ful termination  of  this  world  war. 
Mr.  Higgins  called  upon  the  Paper 
Trade  to  take  their  part  in  this  100% 
campaign,  and  received  a  very  hearty 
response.  Mr.  Paul  Vernon  presided 
at  the  luncheon. 


DRUG  SALESMEN  TO 
SECURE  AGENTS. 

Dr.  Wm.  Schief?elin,  of  the  Drug 
Division,  has  announced  a  plan  where- 
by the  salesmen  of  the  wholesale  drug 
houses  will  canvass  every  retail  drug 
firm  in  New  York,  in  order  to  fol- 
low up  a  letter  sent  by  the  Drug  Com- 
mittee to  all  retail  stores,  urging  them 
to  become  selling  agencies  of  the 
Treasury  Department  in  accord  with 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury's  re- 
quest. These  salesmen  will  see  that 
every  drug  store  in  New  York  takes 
out  an  agency  if  it  has  not  already 
done  so,  and  that  a  sufficient  supply 
of  Stamps  is  always  kept  on  hand. 
This,  without  doubt,  will  be  one  of 
the  most  effective  canvasses  made. 
Similar  plans  are  being  worked  out 
by  other  groups.

FURNISHING  TRADES 
LUNCHEON. 

War-Savings  as  an  aid  to  the  men 
at  the  front  and  the  necessity  for 
pushing  the  War-Savings  Campaign 
m  order  to  indicate  to  them  that  the 
Nation  is  behind  its  fighting  forces, 
was  the  keynote  of  addresses  deliv- 
ered at  a  luncheon  of  the  Interior  Fur- 
nishing Trades  Committee  of  the 
War-Savings  Committee,  given  at  the 
Yale  Club  recently  by  John  Sloane. 

One  hundred  representatives  of  the 
trade  were  present  at  the  luncheon,  at 
which  W.  Ward  Smith,  vice-cliair- 
man  of  the  Committee  on  Trades  of 
the  National  War-Savings  Committee, 
was  the  chief  speaker.  Mr.  Smith 
outlined  the  plan  of  the  War-Savings 
Campaign,  dwelt  upon  the  importance 
of  gathering  every  available  quarter 
and  showed  how  this  small  sum  would 
pay  the  cost  of  food  for  one  soldier 
per  day  in  France. 

Lieutenant  Quinn  of  the  Canadian 
Overseas  Forces  and  Lieutenant 
Sharp  of  the  Australian  contingent, 
attached  to  the  British  Mission  now 
in  the  United  States,  related  to  those 
present  their  experiences  in  the  War. 
Lieutenant  Quinn  was  wounded  at 
Ypres,  after  which  he  was  in  the  hos- 
pital for  four  months  and  is  now  re- 
cuperating. 

John  Sloane  presided  at  the 
luncheon  which  was  attended  among 
others  by  Colonel  M.  Robinson,  Lieu- 
tenant Embury  Palmer,  Leopold 
Plant,  C.  R.  Clifford,  Henry  Bum,  T. 
A.  Canthra  and  S.  L.  Newman.

Your  part  in  it  began  at  a  meeting 
at  the  Banlters'  Club  about  the  middle 
of  December  attended  by  several 
hundred  bankers,  business  men  and 
industrial  leaders.  At  that  meeting 
Frank  A.  Vanderlip,  National  Direc- 
tor of  War  Savings,  said: 

"  Time  is  an  essential  thing  in  war- 
fare. It  is  impossible  to  produce  all 
the  equipment  a  great  army  will  want 
in  the  shortest  possible  time  unless 
the  Government  has  a  clear  track  in 
every  workshop  it  can  utilize,  and  un 
less  the  Government  is  amply  sup 
plied  with  labor  for  the  industrial 
operations  which  it  needs  to  under- 
take. 

"  When  you  hire  a  man  to  produce 
for  you  an  unnecessary  article  you 
are  competing  with  the  Government 
for  that  man's  labor.  By  so  much 
you  are  failing  to  give  the  Govern- 
ment a  clear  right  of  way.  By  just 
so  much  you  are  helping  to  make  in- 
effective and  more  dangerous  the 
work  the  American  soldier  has  to  do. 
you  are  paying  to  make  that  soldier 
inefficient. 

"  Economy  in  spending  money  is 
absolutely  essential  to  winning  the 
war,  but  there  are  economies  in  other 
directions  that  should  not  be  lost 
sight  of.  You  men  with  trained  brains, 
with  wide  experience  and  with  sound 
vision,  have  no  right  to  be  spending 
your  money  on  non-essentials.  The 
nation  needs  to  have  you,  in  a  meas- 
ure at  least,  stop  thinking  of  your 
business,  and  to  think  of  the  nation's 
business,  to  think  of  the  nation's 
welfare,  to  think  of  the  nation's 
future." 

At  this  meeting  Mr.  William  Fel- 
lowes  Morgan,  President  of  the  Mer- 
chants' Association,  was  appointed 
Chairman  of  this  Pioneer  Division, 


Workers  Aroused  to  Greater 
Action  by  Ringing  Pleas 
of  Elihu  Root  and 
Other  Leaders 

Recruiting  officers  in  the  Production 
Division  of  the  United  States  Army 
were  called  to  the  colors  in  Carnegie 
Hall  last  Wednesday  evening.  Al- 
ready the  workers  who  are  enlisting 
their  fellow  citizens  into  this  great 
division    behind    the    fighting  lines, 
through  the  medium  of  War- Savings 
and  Thrift  Stamps,  number  close  on  to 
35,000,  and  the  time  had  come  for 
them  to  count  their  strength  and  lay 
plans  for  the  campaign  which  will 
carry  New  York  far  beyond  its  quota 
of  $100,000,000. 
The  War  Thrift  Meeting  was  pre- 


named  after  Pershing's  Division  in 
France.  He  was  authorized  to  ap- 
point chairmen  for  the  sub-divisions 
of  commercial,  industrial  and  pro- 
fessional groups.  Their  names  appear 
on  another  page  of  this  bulletin.  The 
men  present  expressed  the  hope  that 
through  the  work  of  these  commit- 
tees $50,000,000— one-half  of  New 
York's  allotment — would  be  raised. 
This  sum  is  sufficient  to  keep  a  divi- 
sion of  fighting  men  in  France  for  one 
year. 

The  appropriation  for  the  work  of 
the  War-Savings  Committee  of  New 
York  City  is  scarcely  enough  to  pay 
for  the  office  force  engaged  in  or- 
ganization work  at  its  headquarters. 
All  other  activities,  including  the  pub- 
lication of  this  BULLETIN,  must  be 
paid  for  by  voluntary  subscription, 
and  you,  workers  in  the  thrift  cause 
among  the  trades  and  professions, 
will  surely  have  its  interests  enough 
at  heart  to  contribute  toward  this  pub- 
lication according  to  your  means.

Joseph  F.  Smith,  billeting  officer  of 
the  77th  Division,  Camp  Upton,  and 
Commander  J.  K.  Taussig,  recently 
returned  from  abroad,  were  desig- 
nated by  the  War  and  Navy  Depart- 
ments to  tell  the  need  of  ammunition, 
and  still  more  ammunition  for  the 
men  at  the  front.    Other  speakers  in- 
cluded Presiding  Justice  Almet  F. 
Jenks,  of  the  Brooklyn  Appellate  Di- 
vision;  Patrick  Francis  Murphy  and 
Mrs.  F.  Louis  Slade.    Frederic  W. 
Allen,  State  Director  for  Greater  New 
York,  acted  as  temporary  chairman. 

The  meeting  opened  with  an  organ 
recital  by  Signer  Pietro  A.  Yon, 
formerly  assistant  organist  at  the 
Vatican,  followed  by  the  national 
anthems  of  the  Allies.  Philip  Spoo  ner 
sang  the  national  hymn  of  Italy,  Mile. 
Madeleine  d'Espinoy  the  "Marseil- 
laise," Monsieur  Orphee  Langevin 
rendered  "  God  Save  the  King,"  and 
the  "  Star  Spangled  Banner "  was 
sung  with  great  effect  by  Miss  Mary 
Jordan. 

Since  the  seating  capacity  of  the 
hall  was  only  sufficient  to  care  for  a 
small  proportion  of  the  number  of 
workers,  admission  was  by  invitation 
only.

The  War-Savings  Committee  of  New  York  wants  to  have  empha- 
sized continually,  as  far  as  possible,  certain  main  points  relative  to  this 
campaign.    I  list  them  below. 

1.  In  the  first  place,  we  believe  in  emphasizing  the  fact  that  a  War- 
Savings  Stamp  costs  only  $4.12,  with  one  cent  additional  for  every  month 
this  year,  and  that  the  United  States  Government  will  pay  back  $5.00. 
on  January  1,  1923;  and  that  the  owner  of  this  stamp  may— prior  to  Jan- 
uary 1,  1923 — if  he  wants  his  money  back,  get  it  with  interest  at  Z%  by 
giving  ten  days'  notice  to  any  postoffice;  that  this  is  the  safest  invest- 
ment in  the  world  bearing  «,%  interest  which  is  compounded  quarterly; 
that  these  stamps  may  be  registered  at  any  postoffice  as  an  insurance 
against  loss.  This  of  course  applies  only  to  the  $5  stamp,  as  the  Thrift 
Stamp  is  simply  a  building  plan  toward  the  purchase  of  War-Savings 
Stamps.  The  price  of  the  stamp  itself  and  its  maturity  value  is  the  great 
thing  to  emphasize  throughout  the  campaign.  We  want  to  visualize  for 
each  individual  the  figures  $4.12  now  and  $5.00  in  1923. 

2.  That  the  campaign  is  one  directed  to  the  entire  population  of 
the  United  States.  The  Government  wishes  to  enlist  every  man,  woman 
and  child  in  the  nation  in  the  War-Savings  service.  When  individuals 
buy  these  stamps  they  enlist  in  the  Production  Division  of  the  United 
States  Army  formed  to  support  and  back  up  the  Fighting  Division  of  the 
United  States  Army  which  is  in  France  and  on  the  seas.  This  war  is 
one  of  nations — not  of  armies.  It  is  one  of  all  the  resources  and  all  the 
individuals  of  the  nation;  and  all  the  population  must  join  to  the  fullest 
extent  in  the  work  of  furnishing  the  goods  and  labor  necessary  to  back 
up  the  Army  and  Navy  if  the  war  is  to  be  won  in  the  shortest  possible  time 
and  as  many  as  possible  of  our  soldiers  and  sailors  return  home  alive.  This 
Production  Division  of  the  Army  pledges  itself  to  stop  competing  with 
the  Government  for  labor  and  goods;  in  other  words,  to  buy  only  those 
things  which,  in  accordance  writh  the  individual's  judgment,  are  necessary 
to  maintain  his  or  her  health  and  efficiency,  and  to  put  the  increased  earn- 
ings which  come  from  increased  production  and  increased  pay  into  War- 
Savings  Stamps.  The  high  returns  which  now  exist  all  through  this 
country  may  not  continue  after  the  great  demand  for  war  production 
ceases,  and  the  individual  who  puts  his  money  into  War-Savings  Stamps 
at  this  time  will  be  the  happy  individual  when  conditions  change. 

3.  We  wish  to  bring  out  the  fact  that  all  the  emphasis  that  can  be 
put  upon  this  movement  will  in  no  way  endanger  the  general  business 
activity  which  must  go  on  through  the  war.  With  the  United  States 
Government  spending  billions  of  dollars,  business  as  a  whole  cannot  help 
but  be  greatly  stimulated  rather  than  retarded.  There  will  be  plenty 
of  work  and  ample  returns  for  everyone. 

4.  We  do  not  believe  in  mentioning  specific  things,  such  as  "  Do  not 
purchase  this  or  that  article,"  as  that  subject  is  better  left  to  the  indi- 
vidual's conscience.  There  are  certain  "  don'ts  "  which  are  safe  to  say, 
such  as  "  Don't  travel  unless  necessary."  "  Don't  use  coal  unless  neces- 
sary," etc.  We  believe  in  emphasizing  as  far  as  possible  the  cheerful 
side  of  this  campaign,  which,  after  all,  has  and  must  have  the  hearty 
co-operation  of  all  in  backing  up  the  Army  and  Navy  abroad ;  in  working 
hard  to  win  the  war,  and  doing  it  with  enthusiasm ;  and  coming  out  of 
the  war  a  stronger,  better  and  more  independent  people,  with  many  indi- 
viduals having  an  anchor  to  windward;  and  each  one  will  do  this  if  the 
object  of  the  campaign  is  thoroughly  understood.

If  you  knew  that  saving  the  life  of 
an  .'Vmerican  Sanimie  from  being 
gassed  by  the  Huns  depended  on  your 
buying  48  Thrift  Stamps  at  25  cents 
each,  wouldn't  you  be  willing  to  make 
some  sacrifice  to  prevent  such  a 
calamity  ?

American  soldier  would  be  deprived 
of  a  rifle  unless  you  bougiit  78  stamps  ; 
or  tiiat  he  couldn't  be  fiirnislied  100 
cartridges  without  your  taking  20 
stamps ;  or  that  he  might  be  mortally 
wounded  because  of  lack  of  a  steel 
helmet  that  could  be  purchased  from 
proceeds  of  12  stamps — wouldn't  you 
stretch  a  point  to  obtain  this  equip- 
ment for  him? 

'The  War  Savings  Committee  has 
just  compiled  figures  to  show  how  far 
generous  buying  of  Thrift  Stamps  and 
War  Savings  Stamps  will  go  toward 
the  purchase  of  equipment  for  the 
American  soldiers.  It  costs  the 
United  Slates  $156.71  for  the  equip- 
ment of  each  soldier  in  the  campaign 
abroad ;  of  this,  clothing  costs  $101.62  ; 
lighting  tools,  $47,36,  and  eating  uten- 
sils, $7.73. 

The  gas  mask  that  might  save  your 
Sammy's  life  costs  the  government 
$12;  the  rifle,  $19.50;  100  cartridges, 
$5,  and  the  steel  helmet,  $3.

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METHOD   OF  PROCEDURE  ADOPTED  BY 
CHAIRMEN    OF   THE  COMMERCIAL 
INDUSTRIAL  AND  PROFESSIONAL  ' 
COMMITTEES 


The  ideal  method  of  procedure  as 
followed  by  Divisional  Chairmen  of 
the  Commercial,  Industrial  and  Pro- 
fessional groups  is  about  as  follows : 
Selection  of  Committee: 

The  Chairman,  immediately  upon 
his  selection,  proceeds  to  organize  his 
Division  by  appointing  as  follows— 
provided  his  group  is  of  sufficient  size 
to  warrant  a  duplication  of  tiie  State 
Organization : 
Vice-chairman 
Secretary 

Manager  of  Publicity 
Manager  of  Speakers'  Bureau 
Manager  of  War-Savings  Societie, 
Executive  Committee  of  3  or  4 
Managing  Committee  of  15  or  20 
Selling  Agencies: 

As  soon  as  possible,  the  Chairman 
sends  to  every  one  in  his  Division  a 
letter  signed  by  himself.  This  letter 
urges  all  firms  and  corporations,  co- 
partnerships or  individuals  doing 
business  to  take  out  selling  agencies. 
The  letter  should  cover  the  following 
points : 

1.  The  Government  is  anxious  to 
make  War-Savings  Stamps  and  Thrift 
Stamps  the  easiest  things  in  the  world 
to  buy,  the  object  being  two-fold: 
First,  to  obtain  funds  to  carry  on  the 
war,  and  second,  to  encourage  the 
habit  of  thrift  and  economy  amongst 
the  people. 

2.  No  capital  is  required  to  become 
Treasury  Department  Agents— merely 
the  investment  of  a  few  dollars  in 
Stainps,  which  can  be  obtained  from 
the  postman  or  post  office  after  re- 
ceiving the  appointment  of  an  agent. 
The  Stamps,  which  are  sold  at  cost 
to  employees,  members  of  the  firm, 
or  to  the  general  public,  mav  be  re 
plenished  from  time  to  time, 'depend 
ing  on  requirements. 

3.  After  an  application  has  been 
hlled  out  in  the  name  of  an  individual 
and  returned  to  the  Chairman  direct 
or  to  State  Headquarters  for  Greater 
New  York,  51  Chambers  Street,  New 
1  ork,  a  full  supply  of  posters,  litera- 
ture and  information  regarding  sale 
of  these  Stamps  will  be  sent  to  the 
applicant  in  order  that  he  may  start 
business  fully  equipped. 

4.  It  is  the  duty  of  all  to  apply  for 
agencies  to  sell  these  Stamps,  even  if 
as  in  some  cases,  only  a  few  dollars' 
worth  of  stamps  will  be  sold.   In  fact 
any  place  where  money  changes  hands 


or  where  two  or  more  people  meet  is 
the  logical  place  for  a  selling  agent. 

5.  Foremen  and  Department  Man- 
agers should  be  induced  to  become  sell- 
ing agents,  as  a  greater  interest  is 
usually  maintained  when  the  employee 
IS  the  personal  representative  of  the 
1  reasury  Department  and  not  the  em- 
ployer. Personal  pride  will  play,  in 
such  cases,  such  an  important  part  that 
greater  sales  will  automatically  be  the 
result. 

A  franked  envelope  is  enclosed  for 
the  return  of  signed  applications.  A 
tew  days  after  a  general  letter  has 
been  sent  out  the  members  of  the  com- 
mittee generally  make  personal  call= 
on  all  those  in  their  divisions,  urging 
thein  to  carry  out  to  the  fullest  extent 
of  their  ability  the  suggestions  con- 
tained in  the  letter.    Where  wholesale 
and  retail  firms  are  combined  in  the 
one  committee,  it  has  been  found  that 
an  excellent  follow-up  plan  is  to  have 
tlie  wholesale  salesmen,  in  their  re<^u- 
lar  calls  on  the  retail  trade,  see  that 
agencie.s  are  placed,  that  posters  are 
put  up  in  conspicuous  places  and  that 
a  regular  supply  of  stamps  is  kept  on 
hand  and  reports  made  to  the  Division 
Chairman  as  to  the  number  of  sales 
etc. 

Quotas: 

Quotas  are  assigned  to  the  varinu-- 
trades,  and  in  order  that  these  may  be 
made  on    a    fair   basis,  Divisional 
Chairmen  send  in,  as  soon  as  theii 
committees    are    completed,    to  the 
Vice-Chairman  of  the  Pioneer  Divi- 
sion approximate  statements  as  to  the 
number  of  employees  in  their  group 
1^  ranked  addressed  post-cards  arc 
furnished  the  Division  Chairman  in 
order  that  the  agencies  in  the  Chair- 
man s  division  may  report  sales  from 
week  to  week  and  in  this  manner  as- 
sure the  Division  of  receiving  full 
credit  for  all  sales  made  by  its  mem- 
bers. 

Limit  Club: 

.  When  100  per  cent  of  all  the  firms 
in  a  division  have  become  sellin<r 
agents  it  is  suggested  that  committee"^ 
men  secure  members  for  the  United 
States     Government  War-Savin<^<; 

Society  of  New- 
York  City.  This  field  is  limited,  how- 
ever, to  employers  and  principals,  sn 
that  no  very  strenuous  campaign  is 
necessary  to  secure  memberships. 
Ihe  pnncipal  idea  of  the  Limit 


Club  IS  that  every  individual  who  can 
possibly  aflford  to  take  the  limit 
al  owed  by  law  ($1,000  at  maturity 
fmo^^ooo'  ^^26  in  February, 

1918,  $828  m  Alarch,  etc.)  do  so,  in 
order  to  set  an  example  to  employees 
and  others  of  lesser  means  and  to 
show  that  the  man  with  means  feels 
that  War-Savings  Stamps  are  a  most 
excellent  investment. 

Sales  to  Employees: 

All  employers  are  urged  to  start 
their  employees  saving  by  the  gift  of 
3.25c.  Thrift  Stamp  and  card,  or  the 
gitt  of  the  sixteenth  stamp  in  order  to 
complete  the  Thrift  Card,  or— as  in 
some  cases  it  has  been  done— by  the 
gift  of  both  the  first  and  last  Thrift 
Stamp  for  his  employees.  Various 
schemes  can  be  worked  out  which  will 
stimulate  the  sale  of  stamps  amono- 
employees,  such  as  cash  prizes  for  thi 
individual  who  saves  the  most  in  a 
certain    department    during  oiyen 
periods  of  time. 

In  order  to  interest  employees  in 
\lf  ^hnft  Stamp  Movement,  the 
War-Savings  Society  is  suggested  in 
preference  to  the  $1.00  a  week  deduc-  ' 
tion  from  wages,  or  the  25c.  deduc- 
tion from  the  weekly  pay  envelope. 

War-Savings  Societies: 

A  group  of  ten  or  more  employees 
(depending  upon  the  number  em- 
ployed) may  be  organized  into  a  War- 
Savings  Society,  as  per  suggestions 
contained  m  a  manual  issued  by  the 
Government. 

In  order  to  accelerate  the  purchase 
of  stamps  by  these  clubs,  various  em- 
ployers have  offered  prizes  for  those 
societies  which  save  the  most  during 
certain  given  periods. 

It  is  felt  that  if  these  pamphlets 
are  distributed  among  Superintend- 
ents, Managers,  Foremen  and  em- 
ployees, and  prizes  offered  as  sug- 
gested above,  the  employees  will 
automatically  form  these  savings 
societies. 


A  Brief  Explanation: 

There  are  two  kinds  of  War-Sav- 
ings Stamps-25c.  Thrift  Stamps  and 
f.  .^^^f"??-  The  $5  Stamps  sell  for 
$4.12  during  January,  1918,  and  for 
Ic.  additional  each  month  thereafter 
d»""f  1918;  that  is,  $4.13  in  Febru- 
ary, $4.14  in  March,  etc.  The  Govern- 
ment will  pay  you  $5  for  each  of  these 
VV.  S.  S.  in  January,  1923. 
The  25c.  stamps  sell  at  all  times  for

When  you  buy  your  first  25c.  stamp 
at  the  Post  Ofifice  or  any  bank  or  store 
you  will  be  given  a  Thrift  Card  with 
spaces  for  sixteen  25c.  stamps  ($4
